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holy land, its geography and its pe o ple, 
the holy city, its situatíon, surròundings, 
plau and history, the holy temple, itscon- 
structíon and apartments, històric places, 
sacred wàters, homes of Jesús, commer- 
cial cities and church centers have been 
studied. The last lessons were the li fe of 
Christ divided into five parts. All Bible 
normal* lessons were rearranged, simplified 
and made attractiye by the instructor 
soleiy for this class. Kdith Livengood, 
nowat Pal ou se, Washington, and Foster 
Fike, who has been at Falls City, Nebras- 
ka, the past few months, were activemem- 
bers of this class and their absence was 
regretted. There were eighteen grad- 
uates, their ages ranging only a few 
months distant from fourteen years. Sev- 
eral of them are also members of the 
church. 

When we realize that the future hope of 
not only the Protestant religion but of the 
natíon rests upon our boys and giris, par- 
ents should heartily co-operate with suen 
educational influences.

At the session of the S. C. K. Society, 
the subject fur entertainment and instruc- 
tion was the 5th chapter of Matthew. As 
we are taught in the Hible this chapter is 
called the Sermon on the Mount. The 
Savior seeing multitudes went up into a 
mountain and there began tcaching his 
disciples, tellíng them who shall be blest. 
Kind friends, do not be ledbyablind de- 
lusion and infer from this sermon that 
everybody is going to be blessed. I fear 
many willbe disappointed when they come 
to the judgment bar of the Great I Ara. In 
the 39th verse, we find the Savior's lan- 
guage to be thus: "But I sa y unto you, 
that ye resist not evil ; but whosoever 
shall smite thee on thy right cheek, turn 
to him the other also." We have seen and 
heard many quarrels in our time, where 
men were struck to the ground, and never 
yet saw the Savior's command obeyed. 


Brethren and sisters, how many of you 
are ready and willing to deny yourselves 
and give up your rights and liberties of 
an earthly nature and be willing to sland 
still while your enemy applies the cudgel. 
I fear you will sar the yoke is galling and 
the burden too heavy. I said in the onset 
that Christ will not bless every one that 
expeets it. To prové this, we go back to 
Gènesis 12, where God calleth Abram and 
blesseth him with a promise of Christ. He 
said unto Abram get thee out of thy coun- 
try, and from thy kindred, and from thy 
father's housc, unto a land that I will 
shew thee, and I will niake of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and make 
thy name great ; and thou shalt be a bless- 
ing, Now take notice whether God 
blessed all or only a part. And I will 
bless them that bless thee, and curse them 
that curseth thee ; and in thee shall all 
famílies of the earth be blessed. And again 
in 2 2tid chapter, in speaking to Abram, 
God says that in blessing I will bless thee 
and in multiplying I will multiply thy seed 
as the itars of heaven, and as the sand 
which is upon the sea shore. This blessed 
family shall possess the gate of their ene- 
mies, and in thy seed shall all the milions 
of the earth be blessed because thou hast 
obeyed ray voice. Giving us in this mod- 
ern and progressive age to understand 
that we must obey his voice if we hope to 
receive his Òlessing. It seems as though 
a blessing is essential in many ways and 
upon many occasions, indeed it is indis- 
pensable. In the 32 chapter of Gènesis, 
we find Jacob wrestling with an àngel in 
which Jacob was maimed and before a sep- 
aration could take place, when it was 
commanded to let him go he said, "I will 
not let thee go, except thou bless me." 
When asked what is thy name ? «It was 
answered that :t was Jacob, and he blessed 
him there. There is abundant reason why 
the Savior in his own appoinled way be- 
stowcd so many blSssings, and on this par- 
ticular occasion taught his disciples who 
could receive a blessifig t w*en even the 
old scriptures so oflen refer to special 
bless i/igs being bestowed. In Exodus 23 
chapter where Sunday laws and onlinan- 
ces, and God's promise to the people and 
the glory of God appeared, we find in 
that remote period even 1491 years before 
the coming of Christ, Moses commanded 
that they shall serve the Lord their God, 
and he shall bless their bread and iheir 
wàter ; and I will take síckness away from 
the midst of thee. But here again, re- 
member that if you serve not God, you 
will in no wise receive a blessing. In the 
4th book of Moses ca'led Numbers, the 
Lord spake unto Moses saying, Speak un- 
to Aaron and unto his sons, saying on this 
wise : "Ye shall bless the children of Is- 


rael, saying unto them the Lord bless thee 
and keep thee. The Lord make his face 
shine upon thee, and be .gracious unto 
thee. The Lord lift up his countenance 
upon thee, and give thee peace. And 
they shall put his name upon the children 
of Israel, and he will bless them. Always 
a blessing is given only to the good and 
not to the evil doer. This is poor conso- 
lation for the unrighteous or those who 
know not God. In the prayer of Jabez 
to the God of Israel saying, oh, that thou 
wouklst bless me indeed, and enlarge my 
coast, and that thine hand might be with 
me, and that thou wouldst keep me from 
evil, that is not given me ! And God 
granted him that which he requested. 
Wo-ild you for a moment, believe that had 
it been an unrighteous person or an evil 
doer, and his prayer only mockery, that 
it would have been granted ? No, not by 
any ineans. God is not inocked, nor de- 
ceived. Christ says unto you, that except 
your righteousness shall exceed the right- 
eousness of the Scribes and Pharisees, ye 
shall in no case enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. He also says that if we are per- 
secuted for righteousness sake we shall be 
blessed ami also filled. Therefore he says 
let your light so shine before men, that 
they raay see your good works, and glorí- 
fy your Fathèr which is in heaven. We 
maintained in the onset that many expect- 
ed a l>tes si Hg when passi ng into the great 
beyond, that will mtet with great disaster 
and will be sadly disappointed in the res- 
urrtotion morn. King David in the 5lh 
l'salm prays to God to guide him, and in 
that prayer speaks of or has reference to 
this class. Ilearken unto ihe voice ofmy 
cry, my king, and nty God, for unto thee 
will I pray. Let us praise the Lord for 
all his blessings. The Lord hath been 
iiiitult'ul of us ; he will bless us ; he blessed 
the house of Israel ; he blessed the housc 
of Aaron ; he will bless them that fear the 
Lord, both great and small. Ye are blessed 
of the Lord, which made heaven and 
earth. The tlead nraise noi the Lord, 
neither any that go down in silence. But 
we will bless ihe Lord from this time forth 
and rWe ver morè. l'rai se ihe Lord.
